Soviets Free Three 
U. S. Soldiers; Korean 
Situation Is Tense 


London Aug. 25 (TP) —Britain’s 
cabinet today held its second “cri­ 
sis” meeting in eight days to draft 
a new austerity program expected 
to be announced later this week 
by Prime Minister Attlee. 
Attlee and other ministers in­ 
terrupted their vacations for the 
four-hour meeting, which reliable 
informants said was called to dis­ 
cuss emergency plans for curtail­ 
ed food rations, increased hours 
for miners and reactions to Bri­ 
tain's sudden sterling “freeze” last 
week. 
Silent cabinet ministers waved 
to crowds of curious spectators as 
they left No. IO Downing, street, 
but brushed aside questions about 
the meeting that brought top labor 
party leaders together. There was 
speculation that parliment might 
be called into special session.

Hodge in a sharp reply to Friday’s 
Russian accusation that "mass ar­ 
rests” of leftist leaders in the Am­

Brown, chief of the American 
delegation on the commission, is­ 
sued a statement declaring

ders of the Soviet delegation.” 
Brown 
said the Russians were 
trying to defend 
the

“avoid entanglements in 
Korean 
politics, particularly in .support of 
parties and organizations

Mu roc, Calif., Aug. 25. CP)—'The 
Navy’s jet-propelled Douglas Sky 
Streak boosted it* own W’orld air 
speed record to 650.6 miles an 
hour today. 
M arine M J. Marion Carl 
of 
H ubbard, Orc., and Patuxent Riv­ 
er, Md., piloted the tiny, scarlet 
plane four times over the three- 
kilom eter course at the Army Air 
Base here, where only last Wed­ 
nesday the sane plane set a mark 
of 640.7 milei an hour. 
It 
requited 
several hour 
to 
calibrate instruments and arrive 
at the new record speed. 
The plane hit its top speed on 
the first m r, which w as clocked 
.it 652.642 
P. ll. The second run 
was figured at 649.358. The third 
run came up again slightly 
with 
wind. to 652.579. On the final run, 
against the wind, the time was 
648.730. 
The Navy permitted newsmen to 
watch today’s flight, but you had 
to look mighty sharp to see any­ 
thing The plane flashed at terrific 
speed across the 1 . 8 6 mile course, 
trailing a long plume 
of 
black 
smoke. 
The plane seemed 
absolutely 
silent as it passed the observers, 
located midway on the course. The 
sound trailed the ship by .several 
hundred 
yards, 
and it was far 
away before its thundering ex­ 
haust c ould be* heard.

r n HE term “publicity build-up” is not or- 
dinarily 
ired 
in 
a 
complimentary 
sense. 
It is likely to call to mind an ex ­ 
aggerated tan fare for a new movie star or 
a new soap powder, or for some other per­ 
son or commodity whose modest talents or 
properties scarcely w arrant all the horn 
blowing and drum beating. 
Nevertheless, it must be admitted that 
Americans have developed Hie technique 
of the publicity build-up to a remarkable 
degree. And it is a pleasure to observe its 
smooth operation in such a good cause as 
the year’s tour of 
the 
Freedom 
Train, 
which begins Sept. 17, and the Year of 
Rededication that coincides with it. 
The Freedom Train began as an idea in 
the mind ol Attorney General Tom Clark, 
who thought that a traveling exhibit 
of 
great American documents might help re­ 
awaken American youth to their responsi­ 
bilities as citizens and curb the rise in ju- 
\ enile delinquency. 
He invited the assist­ 
ance of leaders of business, labor, educa­ 
tion, the arts, and fraternal, patriotic, cul­ 
tural and youth organizations. 
The idea caught on and gained its pres­ 
ent 
proportions. 
Mr. 
Clark’s 
advisers 
formed the American Heritage Founda­ 
tion. 
Then the publicity campaign 
got 
under way. 
Experienced promotion and 
exploitation men were called in. Heads of 
uewspapi r and magazine publishers’ asso­ 
ciations, of syndicates and radio networks 
made plans to co-ordinate their vast sys­ 
tems of communication. 
One result of their efforts has already 
appeared in the form of a campaign book 
which goes to officials, newspapers, radio 
stations and civic and religious groups in 
every community 
where 
the 
Freedom 
Train will stop. 
And no disrespect to the 
purposes of the train’s tour is 
intended 
when we say that the preparations are as 
detailed and elaborate as they would 
be 
for the world p re m ie r 
of 
a 
$5,000,000 
movie. 
The book contains detailed publicity and 
advertising suggestions. 
There is material 
for every department 
of 
a 
newspaper. 
There are plans for special events and for 
the co-operatioh of churches, schools, re­ 
tail stores, motion picture exhibitors, and 
so on. 
The purpose of all this is to make every 
one of us conscious of the responsibilities 
as well as the privileges which are ours 
as inheritors of the legacy of American 
freedom. 
T h u country’s high tradition of democ­ 
racy has been seriously challenged in the 
past six years, and is still challenged to­ 
day. 
Every failure to live up to that tra ­ 
dition provides a little more ammunition 
lor those who would discount or destroy 
it. 
lucre is a real need for most of us to 
try more actively and consciously to be 
good citizens and alert guardians of our 
heritage. 
W e have seen the power of publicity and 
propaganda in selling systems of govern­ 
ment inimical to our own. Josef Goebbels 
did a rii. ma\ ingly good job of it with the 
German people. 
The tightly controlled So- 
\ic t press and radio are doing a good job 
in Russia today. 
It would seem, then, that the time has 
come in scil the responsibilities of Amer­ 
ican citizenship with banners and

preparing their estimates of w hat 
they 
will need for the next year, as soon as the 
current year's budget is settled. The only 
instructions they got from the Bureau of 
the Budget were on the mechanics of pre­ 
paring their estimates. 
—NEW STARTING POINT— 
Thi 
year, however, the Bureau of the 
Bu agit at the President's 
request, 
has 
added to the mechanical instructions a flat 
order that no estimates can be more than 
their present budgets. In other words, any 
savings that Congress made in the cost of 
government this year, plus the President’s 
ecol on, es, are to be accepted as the start­ 
ing point for the Bureau’s pruning of next 
year’s budget. 
Agency officials aren’t very happy about 
this new arrangement. 
But

can't 
complain in the open because, after all, you 
don’t argue with your boss in public and 
expect to keep your job. 
Just how much 
the Pit ident and the Budget officials will 
prune the agency estimates remains to be 
seen. 
The estimates for the ’49 budget 
have to be in by Sept. 15.

Lansing, Aug. 25. (ZP)— Heat and 
moisture w ill result in the small­ 
est Michigan corn crop since the 
1936 drought year, the 
federal- 
state crop reporting service pre­ 
dicted today. 
Mid-August prospects were for 
a crop of 43,932,000 bushels, 14 per 
cent lower than the Aug. I esti­ 
mate, 13 per cent below the 1946 
harvest and 21 per cent less than 
the 10-year average. 
Though prospects vary sharply 
throughout the state, the service 
said, the corn is generally suffer­ 
ing from dry weather. A growing 
condition of 56 per cent for Aug. 
15 was reported as compared with 
67 per cent a year earlier. 
Two-fifths of the acreage was 
reported silked in mid-August and 
about three-fifths was ex; outed by 
Aug. 22. The service poi ated out
